AIDS IS 
NOT JUST 
A ‘GAY’ 
DISEASE 


WE are con¬ 
cerned about pub¬ 
licity being given 
to AIDS. We 

think it is foolhardy to 
regard AIDS as a “gay 
disease / 9 

Such an attitude may 
lead the public into a 
false sense of security 
because they believe it 
affects only homosexuals 
(who should not become 
the scapegoats). 

The disease is, as you 
say, passed on through 
contaminated blood and 
through close, probably 
sexual contact. The first 
people to catch the dis¬ 
ease in this country were 
homosexuals so it has 
naturally passed among 
their sexual partners. 


In Africa, the situation 
is reversed — and 
evidence suggests that 
AIDS there was not 
spread among homosexu¬ 
als. Nearly half the vic¬ 
tims are women and 
most of the victims 
heterosexual. We object 
to AIDS being called the 
Gay Plague. — Notting¬ 
ham Gay Switchboard .
